here, burned with all its contents last 
night. 
It was owned by Fred Skub- 
bi.zki. 
The loss is about 84,000, and 
is fully insured. 
Whitewater, Wis., Dec, 12.—While 
a Congregational fair was in progress 
ii* Bowers’ hall last night, a lamp was 
upset and the surrounding inflamma­ 
ble material was soon ablaze. 
There 
was no panic, the 200 people who were 
present keeping remarkably cool. The 
loss was nominal. 
Milwaukee, Wis., December

Two alarms were sent in but the Are 
was controlled without a very heavy 
loss. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 12.—Two hun­ 
dred little children were rescued last 
light from the burning St. Aemilianus 
Drphan Asylum and Boys’ Home at St. 
francis, five miles south of Milwaukee, 
and carried through a blinding snow­ 
storm to the Convent of St. Francis of 
Assissi. This building, but 600 feet to 
the north of the asylum, 
was 
soon 
threatened by the flames and the chil­ 
dren were taken from it and carried a 
mile westward to Pio Nono college, 
where they found a refuge after a most 
exciting night. Good discipline and 
willing arms prevented a most horrible 
disaster. The fire which threatened 
these 200 little lives menaced Catholic 
property worth 81,000,000. The blaze, 
however, was confined to the asylum, 
and byNmidnight the firemen and stu­ 
dents had the flames under control. 
The fire started a few minutes after 
6 o’clock in the printing office con­ 
nected with the asylum. It was caused 
Sy the upsetting of a lamp and spread 
with great rapidity. 
Father Kersten 
and the sisters, 17 in number, saw the 
danger and coolly prepared to get the 
Inmates out of the building. 
They 
were all seated at the long tables upon 
the first floor, eating supper, when the 
alarm sounded. Father Kersten and 
the 
sisters 
hurriedly, 
but quietly, 
formed them in line and marched them 
*ut. At the sight of the flames and the 
crackling noise that accompanied them 
many of the younger children became 
frightened and the sisters were com­ 
pelled to pick them up and carry them 
out. The 500 students at the seminary, 
which stands upon a hill about 1,000 
feet northwest of the asylum, rushed to 
the burning building and gave most 
valuable assistance in carrying out the 
frightened children. 
The asylum stands upon the lake 
shore and as the little ones hurried out 
hard flakes of snow, driven upon 
a 
southwest wind that swept in from the 
lake at a rate of more than 30 miles 
an hour, struck them in the face. There 
had been no time to put on wraps and 
the bitter cold, the blinding snow and 
the high wind served to increase the 
terror that had been occasioned by the 
fire. 
But for the timely assistance of the 
many students it would have been a 
difficult task to get the rescued to the 
convent. But the students picked up 
the children and plunged through the 
drifts to shelter. Some of them car­ 
ried them in their arms, others threw 
them 
upon 
their 
shoulders. Some 
picked up two of the inmates, carry­ 
ing one in each arm. As all the in­ 
mates were boys they were handed 
about from one student to another with 
great rapidity. 
Once at the convent 
and a careful count of noses, showing 
all to be safe, the sisters were greatly 
relieved. 
But in a short time relief gave way 
to apprehension, as great, blazing em­ 
bers were being carried by the wind 
■directly toward the sheltering abode. 
After a brief consultation it was de­ 
cided to again remove the children to 
tbe Pio Nono college. This is a mile 
westward and was believed to be safe. 
Students and sisters trudged through 
the snow with their precious burdens 
and then the young men hurriedly re­ 
turned to battle with the flames. 
In the meantime Chief Foley of the 
Milwaukee fire department had been 
appealed to for assistance. He at once 
dispatched two engine companies and 
a good supply of hose. 
There is no 
fire apparatus at St. Francis and but 
little could be done before the arrival 
of the Milwaukee department. 
Bucket brigades were formed, but 
they were almost useless, as the cis­ 
terns were located right near the spot 
where the fire broke out and could not 
be reached. 
Then attention was di­ 
rected to saving the contents of the asy­ 
lum. 
Furniture and bedding 
was 
thrown from the windows and carried 
off several hundred feet and piled up 
on the snow drifts that line the road­ 
way. 
Sacreds pictures and emblems 
were strewn upon all sides of the 
building. 
When the engines from the city ar­ 
rived lines of hose were run to the 
artesian wells at the seminary and a 
bard fight began to confine the blaze to 
the asylum. 
Tho bunaing was well 
constructed and did not burn rapidly.

GHOULS RUN bOWN 
AND RIOT ENSUES

SHORT SESSIONS OF THE SEN 
ATE AND HOUSE. 


Systematic Robbery of Graves Drives 
the Citizens to a Frenzy of Rage— 
Threats Made to Burn the Kansas 
Medical College—Students Were In 
Danger at the Mob’s Hands. 


Topeka, Ran., Dec. 12.—Popular In­ 
dignation at the outrageous manner in 
which the graves in Rochester ceme­ 
tery have been desecrated reached a 
crisis in North Topeka last night, when 
a mob began to form with the avowed 
purpose of burning the Kansas Medical 
college. 
The police learned in the 
afternoon that there was a movement 
on foot to assemble a mob to sack the 
institution, which is located at Twelfth 
and Taylor streets. 
In the evening the 
faculty of the college called upon the 
police for protection. 
The students 
were all sent home, and the college 
building is now in the possession of a 
large squad of policemen. A detail of 
militiamen from Battery E( of this city 
were stationed at their arsenal to pre­ 
vent a capture of the arms stored there. 
Upon the request of the sheriff the gov­ 
ernor ordered the infantry company at 
Lawrence to be ready to respond to a 
call at any moment. 
The men assem­ 
bled at the station at Lawrence. 
At 8 o’clock Mr. P. B. Lillis identified 
the third body at the college as that of 
his mother, who died recently. 
Tues­ 
day A. M. Drake of North Topeka, 
whose wife died last week, discovered 
that her grave had been robbed. 
The 
corpse was found at the Kansas Medi­ 
cal college. 
On Monday I. O. Van Fleet, who had 
buried his wife but a few hours before, 
found her mutilated and disfigured re­ 
mains on the dissecting table at the 
college. 
This discovery resulted in 
the arrest of S. A. Johnson, a student, 
who acts as janitor of the institution. 
It was these revelations, coming one 
after another, that caused a wave of in­ 
dignation to sweep over the city. 
The 
mob violence that was threatened last 
night is but a natural outcome. 
While it is believed me precautions 
taken will prevent any violent demon­ 
stration the men in the streets are loud 
in their threats. 
All the A. O. U. W. 
lodges met last night to denounce the 
outrage and demand a full investiga­ 
tion to discover the ghouls.

New York, Dec. 12.—It was decided 
yesterday by the American Federation 
of Labor that hereafter a seat shall be 
refused to any representative whose 
organization has within its ranks any 
other organization comprising less than 
the total membership. This was a stab 
at the Brewers’ union, many of whom 
are connected with the K. of L. It 
was resolved to extend an invitation 
to the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union to send fraternal delegates to 
the convention. The

resolutions reported favorably a reso­ 
lution asking that all outside trades 
unions be invited to become affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor. 
A resolution by Samuel Gompers 
against

punishment 
was 
adopted. 
A resolution was adopted reaffirming 
the declaration made Tuesday in favor 
of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to I. 
The committee on labels and boycotts 
reported favorably upon the adoption of 
a uniform boot and shoe workers’ label. 
This gave rise to a debate upon the pro­ 
posed amalgamation of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ National Union and the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union and the 
matter was finally laid upon the table 
for the day. 
Delegate Elderkin of Chicago said 
that his idea of boycotting a man was 
to run him out of business entirely and 
not advertise him for a year and then, 
when he gave in, give him a union label.

Republicans to Be Allowed to Organise 
the Senate. 
Washington, Dec. 13.—Members of 
the republican senate caucus committee 
now express the opinion that a week's 
time will be necessary for the comple­ 
tion of the work of filling the majority 
representation on the senate commit­ 
tees. The populist senators are having 
frequent conferences, and it is under­ 
stood that there is some opposition to 
the program heretofore agreed upon 
for allowing the republicans to organ­ 
ize. Senators Kyle and Allen are more 
friendly to the present organization 
than the proposed change, but lf the 
former’s resolution to stand together 
is adhered to they will be outvoted, and 
in that event they will probably with­ 
draw from the chamber after the first 
vote, and thus leave the republicans in 
position to control elections. 
The populist senators held a final 
caucus Wednesday and decided to place 
a full ticket in the field for the senate 
offices, for whom they will vote once 
and then step out and allow the repub­ 
licans to proceed with the organization. 
They will nominate Senator Kyle for 
president pro tempore, Hon. Thomas 
Watson of Georgia for secretary of the 
senate, and Hon. H. E. Taubeneck of 
Illinois for sergeant-at-arms.

What to Do In Case of Accident*. 
The following short rules for action^ 
In cases of accident, will be found use­ 
ful to remember. For dust in the eyes 
avoid rubbing—dash water in them; re­ 
move cinders, etc., with the 
round 
point of a lead pencil. Remove wax 
from the ear with tepid water; never 
put a hard instrument in the ear. If 
any artery is cut compress above the 
wound; if a vein is cut, compress be­ 
low. If choking, get on all fours and 
cough. For slight burns dip the parts 
in cold water—if the skin is destroyed, 
cover with a paste of whitening and 
water. Smother a fire with carpets, 
etc.; water will often spread burning 
oil and increase the danger. 
Before 
passing through smoke take a long 
breath and then stoop low; but, if car­ 
bonic acid gas is suspected, walk erect. 
Suck poisoned wounds, unless your 
mouth is sore; enlarge the wound, or, 
better still, cut out the part without 
delay; hold the wounded part as long 
as can be borne to a hot coal, or end of 
a lighted cigar. In case of poisoning 
excite vomiting by tickling the throat, 
or by warm water and mustard. For 
acid poisons give alkalies, for alkaline 
poisons give acids; white of egg is 
good in most cases; in case of opium 
poisoning give strong coffe and keep 
moving. If in water float on the back 
with nose and mouth projecting. For 
apoplexy, raise the head and body; for 
fainting, lay the person flat.

At a village near the source of the
